It is lawful for hunters to kill 
males of the species between the 
dates of August 1 and September 
14 in the following districts: 

District No. 2—Counties of Lake, 
Napa, and portion of Mendocino, So- 
noma, Marin, Solano, Yolo, Glenn 
and Colusa. 

District No. 2 1-2——-That portion of 
Mendocino County between the ocean 
and the Russian and Eel river. 

District No. 3—Portions: of coun- 
ties of Contra Costa, Alameda, San 
Francisco, San Mateo, Santa Clara, 
Santa Cruz, Moentérey, San Luis 
Obispo, Kern, Kings, Fresno, Mer- 
ced, Stanislaus, San Joaquin, San 
Benito, Ventura, Santa Barbara. 

After August 17, under a new} 
law passed by the last legislature it 
will be unlawful for hunters to 
take deer or- deer meat from an 
open district into a closed one. 
However, up until that date, venison 
can be transported with the proper 
affidavits. ‘
